water is shut off above us is not known 
bat should be inquired into, and tbe

will be uniform. 
If there is no piospect 


of remedying the cause of c >inplaint, 
the Electic Light Compony will be com 
polled to run their worki \vilh steam 
power—daring the dry saasun.

water that follows runs quickly by with 
out benefiting anybody bulow.

To the People of the State of Nevada, 


Specially, and of the Pacific 
Coast 


Generally: 
The Nevada State University will be 


reopened on Monday, the 5th day of 
September, A. D. 1887, under the man- 
angement of Prolessor LeEoy D. Brown, 
ate Commissioner of Education for the 
State of Ohio, who has been selected as 
President of the institution. Professor 
Brown comes among us to May, and is 
preceded by tha highest order of recom- 
mendations as a master educator and an 
eminently successful executive officer in 
that science. His work, as Commis- 
sioner of Education in Ohio, speaks 
more highly in his praise than can any 
written document of special commenda- 
tion. 


Upon the reopening there will be in 


the University a Normal Department (as 
required by ao Act passed during the 
last session of the Legislature), for the 
instruction of those who desire to en- 
gage in the laudable profession erf te'lich- 
ing; also, an Academic Course, and a 
Preparatory Course, if needed. 


Nevada students will be admitted to 


free tuition, and those from abroad on 
easy terms. All students will bo able to 
secure accommodations suited to their 
wants, in public or private houses, in or 
near the pleasant town of Keno, where 
the University is eligibly situated. 


Prior to the date of reopening thn 


University Buildings wilt have been 
completed and put iuto proper condition 
for use by faculty and student, and the 
President, under the advice aud with 
the consent of the Board of Eegsnts, 
will have chosen u full corps of neces- 
sary and competent instructors, who, 
BO far as practicable, will be selected 
from Nevada, or adjoining Stales and 
Territories. 


It is believed, and earnestly hoped, 


that our University is about to enter 
upon an era of greater vigor and useful- 
ness than it bus over enjoyed, and we 
bospeuk, for cm-selves and the faculty, 
the kindly sympathy and genial encour- 
agement of all friends of education, to 
(he end that the lustitution may be 
made a noble success—an honor to the 
Commonwealth 
which 
founded 
it.

W. D. Phillips' newresidence on the 


corner of 
Second 
and 
Stevenson 


streets, in Powning'a Addition, will be 
one of the finest dwellings in Keno when 
completed. It occupies a prominent 
place, in full view of the town, and is a 
magnificent structure. It is built on 
what is termed the Eastlako plan, with 
wings oa each side and other projec- 
tions that gives it a Gothic-like appear- 
ance that is pleasant to view. A grand 
bay window adds an attraction to the 


itt of the building, which is other- 


wise ornamented by a handsome cov- 
ered porch, which will, when completed, 
mve a flight of broad steps leading to 
it. The entire building is adorned with 
rich mouldings, paitieularlv the front. 
The main or tront entrance opens into a 
spacious hallway that is well lighted by 
;hree neat little windows, of colored 
lass, that are placed along the stair- 
way leading to the upper floor. Enter- 
ng the hall a door to the left opens 
nto a bright cheerful double parlor, 
with high ceilings, in one of which is the 
grand bay window before alluded to 
and which occupies the entire front of 
the room. Both parlors are elegantly 
inished and are light and airy. 
Imme- 


diately back of the second parlor and 
ionnected with it by large sliding doors 
is a ground floor bed-room, having a 
:arge closet or clotheB press on one side 
and a door communicating with it to 
the dining room. A door at the end of 
;he hall also opens into the dining- 
room. In the passageway, which is a 
short hall, leading from the bed-room 
referied to, is a nicely finished bath room 
that will ba supplied with hot and cold 
water. The dining room is a very pleas- 
ant one, with a neat square bay window 
on the north Bide, and is as equally as 
well finished as the parlors. Directly 
under the stair way which does cot in 
any manner show its existence in the 
dinning room, is a china closet with 
movable shelves which is to be the re- 
ceptacle for china ware fancy dishes 
etc. Back of and adjoining the dining- 
room is a large, handsome kitchen that 
is admirably arranged. 
One side is a 


roomy pantry and underneath is a 
splendid cellar well ventilated, ceiled 
and plastered. 
A door leading to the 


cellar opens from the kitchen. Leaving 
the lower floor and following a half 
winding stairway the second floor is 
reached, the landing bsiog a short hall 
from which three doors open into as 
as many different rooms. The front 
room is good sized, with three hand- 
some windows in the front overlooking 
the town. Back of the front-room, 
which will no doubt be used as a sitting- 
room, is « beautiful bed-room with win- 
dows on three sides, while on the north 
side is a fine well finished closet. At 
the end of the short hall and adjoining 
this bed room on the north is another 
of almost equal size, possessing as all the 
bed-rooms in the house do, tbe indis- 
pensiblo closet. 
Connected with the 


front-room is a small alcove in which 
there is a stairway leading to the observ- 
atory, from which a grand view of Keno 
and the surrounding country can be ob- 
tained. 
The observatory will bo ele- 


gantly finished and will be a pleasant 
retreat in sultry weather. The building 
from top to bottom is well finished, the 
ceiling iu every room is high, are all 
lathed and plastered and the entire house 
will be lighted with gas. Water will be 
carried through pipes to all portions of 
the house where it ia required. Every 
narticle of work that has been placed 
on the building has been done in a sub- 
stantial and workmanlike manner. The 
outside of the house, when tbe work of 
painting is douo, will have a beautiful 
appearance. 
The body of the house is 


being painted a pea-green, while the 
cornice, corners, window and 
door 


frames are painted a very dark, or what 
is termed a Venitian red and the mould- 
ings, which are very neat, are in old gold. 
The painting ia under the supervision 
of Mr. Finley Cook and is being done ex- 
tremely well. Mr Hauk is doing the 
plastering, which is perfection itself. 
George E. Holeaworth is the contractor 
and erected the building which will be 
finished under his special supervision. 
Such a residence would be an ornament 
to any town and Mr. Philips can be 
justly proud of his handsome home 
It will not be long until Powning'a Ad- 
dition will be covered with handsome 
residences.
